Two of the German flyers never 
got home. British fighter craft 
shot one down on a farm in South- 
eastern Scotland and the other at 
sea off Northumberland. 

Nine trawlers were attacked by 
the German flying blockaders in 
what the British called “vengeance 
raids” over the rescue of 299 Brit- 
ish prisoners by the destroyer Cos- 
sack from the German ship Alt- 
mark Friday night. 

Although the Fifeshire sank, rats- 
ing Britain’s naval losses to 29 
since the start of the war, the 
other trawlers — newly armed — 
drove off the air raiders. 

The naval trawler Solon was one 
of those bombed and raked with 
machine gun fire, but the attack- 
ing planes were driven off and the 
boat returned safely to land. 

The Fifeshire was the first vic- 
tim of air attack among the 14 
British trawlers sunk. 

Meanwhile, the sinking of the 
2621-ton Finnish steamer Brita 
after an explosion off the Irish 
coast was reported in dispatches 
from Amsterdam which said the 
ship wirelessed “a submarine was 
sighted.” The crew abandoned the 


ship.

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NAZI ANTI-AIRCRAFT UNITS 
TEST COLORED SEARCHLIGHTS 


Trying to Find Beam That Will 
Pierce Clouds, British Aerial 
Scouts Report. 
LONDON, Feb. 23 (AP).—Royal 
Air Force pilots have learned in 


reconnaissance flights that the Ger- 
mans are experimenting with col- 
ored searchlights in an attempt 
to increase the efficiency of anti- 
aircraft defenses around Berlin 
and other cities, the Air Ministry 
announced last night. 

British pilots have flown over 

Berlin “more than once” since the 
war began, the ministry said. 
. “There has been no apparent re- 
sult,” the ministry commented on 
the experiments, “although the pi- 
lots report the searchlights are 
‘very pretty.“ 

The Beam from an ordinary 
searchlight, the ministry explained, 
refracts at a sharp angle when 
it strikes clouds, 

Apparently the Germans are ex- 
perimenting with such colors as 
violet, blue and orange in an en- 
deavor to develop a light that will 
pierce the clouds.

Louis, filed in the State Insurance 
Department today, shows that the 
company is carrying out the 1933 
contract for purchase of assets of 
its predecessor, the Missouri State 
Life Insurance Co., “honestly and 
fairly,” it was announced by Insur- 
ance Superintendent Ray B. Lucas. 

The examination, by representa- 
tives of seven states, covering the 
period from Jan. 1, 1936, to July 
$1. 1939, indicates that the com- 
pany is in sound financial condi- 
tion and well managed, Lucas said. 

The examination, he continued, 
sought to discover any irregulari- 
ties or practices which might have 
been detrimental to the interests 
of the old Missouri State Life, but 
the examiners were “unable to find 
any intentional or improper con- 
duct or practice on the part of the 
new company (General American) 
resulting detrimentally to the old 
company (Missouri State Life) ac- 
count.” 

“Policyholders Protected.” 

In my opinion,” Lucas added, 
“the policyholders of the old com- 
pany and the new company have 
been adequately protected and 
served by the officials of this com- 

ny.” 

If present economic conditions 
continue, or,improve, liens on the 
Missouri State Life policies will 
be eliminated, the policyholders will 
be repaid the interest charged them 
on the liens and something will 
be left for stockholders of Mis- 
souri State Life, Lucas asserted. 
Initial liens, put in effect because 
ef the old company’s capital im- 
pairment, were for 50 per cent;

SPURNED SUITOR 
ON HUNGER STRIKE 
AFTER CHAINS FAIL 


Writes Stenographer He Won’t 
Eat Unless She Takes Food 
to His Jail Cell. 


Melvin F. Miller, after announc- 
ing today at St. Louis County Jail 
that he would neither eat nor drink 
until Miss Edith Perkins, who 
spumed his love, brought him food 
prepared by her own hands, was 
taken to the City Hospital for 
examination. 

The 30-year-old scissors grinder 
has taken no sustenance since dep- 
uty constables separated him 
Wednesday from a Florissant syca- 
more tree, to which he had chained 
himself, within view of the stenog- 
rapher’s home. Before that, he 
had had nothing to eat since Mon- 
day, when he and the tree became 
one. 

Jailers ascended to the Sheriff's 
office this morning and reported: 
“You're going to have to do some- 
thing about that guy.” They said 
he had passed a quiet night, im- 
mersed in the composition of a 13- 
page letter to Miss Perkins, 

A deputy, one of the censorship 
squad, read the letter before mail- 
ing it and said Miller called atten- 
tion to his exellent picture in the 
newspapers, With special reference 
to the neck chain, and described 
his experientes during his three- 
day dangle from the tree. He de- 
nied, the deputy said, “barking re- 
peatedly like a dog,“ saying he had 
barked only once, at a group of 
youngsters who peered under his 
makeshift tent.

Southeastern Part of 
Be Helped. —

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Feb. 23.— 
Approval of 200 loans and grants to 
Southeastern Missouri sharecrop- 
pers, tenants and farm laborers un-' 
der a new labor rehabilitation pro- 
gram devised especially for that 
area, was announced today by the 
regional office of the Farm Securi- 
ty Administration. 

Additional approvals at the rate 

of about 300 a week are expected. 
The number of probable applica- 
tions is estimated at 2000. 
Grants are maq; to assist work- 
ers who will occupy tenant houses 
for the next crop year and who 
have made arrangements for suf- 
ficient land to raise a garden. Ef- 
forts will me made, in co-operation 
with landlords, to improve housing 
and sanitary facilities. 

Grants average $45 each to cover 
the cost of gardens, canning equip- 
ment and home supplies. Forty 
loans, averaging $60, have been 
made for purchases of cows. 

“We have received splendid co- 
operation from landlords and land- 
owners in this program,” Phil G. 
Beck, regional FSA director said. 
“There has been no hesitancy in 
permitting families to have the 
necessary small tracts of land. We 
hope the day will come when there 
will be a garden between the cot- 
ton fields and each sharecropper's 
or tenant’s home. 

“Similar co-operation on other 
proposals for the area should make 
it possible to solve the paradox of 
rich land and poor peoplé in this 
tip of the cotton delta, and to sta- 
bilize its population.“ 

The 925 farm families shown by 
a recent survey of the Missouri 
Employment Service to have ob- 
tained no locations for the 1940 
crop are not assisted by the new 
loan program. They are residing 
temporarily in tenant houses but 
have no assurance that they may 
remain. 

For these, the FSA plan provides 
for establishment of scattered la- 
bor homes on 5 to 10 acre tracts 
of unimproved land to be purchased 
or leased by families who may ob- 
tain FSA loans to construct homes 
costing $300 to $500. Cash income 
-for such families would come from 
employment during cotton chop- 
ping and picking seasons. Also be- 
ing considered is establishment of 
small groups of labor homes on 
land bought by the FSA, and the fi- 
nancing of small groups who wish

VETO TRADE PAC 


Votes 161 to 144 Against 
Requiring Ratification of 
Commercial Treaties. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 23 (AP). — 
With administration forces in the 
saddle, the House refused today to 
require that Congress approve all 
future reciprocal trade pacts. 

The teller vote was 161 against 


the proposa to require approval, 
to 144 for it. 

The Republican Party Policy 
Committee in a report last week ad- 
vocated that trade pacts be sub- 
mitted to Congress. It was asked 
in the House by Crowther of New 
York, a leader of Republican forces 
attacking the reciprocal trade pro- 
gram, as an amendment to a reso- 
lution continuing the program for 
three years from June 12. 

Dingel (Dem.), Michigan, speak- 
ine for the administration side, 
said the amendment ‘would mean 
the death of the tra‘de agreements 
and that is what the minority seeks 
at this time.” 

Log-Rolling Argument. 

Dingell asserted that it woud 
revive ‘log-roling,” which he said 
was the practice in Repubican tar- 
iff-making days. “Log-rolling” is 
4the practice of members voting 
for one another's pet projects. 

Gifford (Rep.), Massachusetts, 
delivered a sahcastic farewell to 
“the great House Ways and Means 
Committee,” which he said was en- 
gaged in a suicide attempt. The 
committee, Gifford argued, was 
saving in its majority attitude to 
the trade program that “they can- 
not handle their own affairs,” and 
was turning over its powers to of- 
ficials of the executive branch. 

A proposal by Disney (Dem.), 
Oklahoma, to prohibit the changing, 
in any agreement, of the excise 
taxes on oil, coal, copper and lum- 
ber imports was rejected by a teller 
vote of 164 to 155. 

His proposal was in the form of 
an amendment to a resolution con- 
tinuing the trade program for three 
years from June 12. 

House leaders hoped to reach a 
final vote on the resolution late to- 
day and administration members 
predicted it would be approved. 


“Breach of Faith.” 


Disney said that contrary to the 
wishes of Congress the oil excise 
tax had been reduced in an agree- 
ment with Venezuela, When the 
Trade Pacts Act was first under 
consideration in the Senate, told 
the House, the late Senator Huey 
Long proposed to safeguard the ex- 
cise taxes, The Long amendment 
was defeated, he said, after man- 
agers of the measure gave assur- 
ance that it was unnecessary.

Warning on Selection. 

Ben D. Wood, director of. the 
National Committee on Teacher 
Examinations, also recommended 
use of selective examinations but 
asserted that the tests could not 
be regarded as final criteria. 

“No one selective device can be 
adequate,” he said. “The brilliant 
scholar of corrosive personality and 
the bookworm who is all brains 
and no sense are intolerable in the 
classroom. ‘ We must avoid selects 
ing pedants who cannot teach, and 
we must exclude from the profes- 
sion individuals who are merely 
pleasing personalities and plausible 
salesmen who have nothing to sell.” 

A major problem for those inte- 
ested in Selective examinations, he 
said, is to devise a means for meai- 
uring the imponderable factors 
such as personality, moral charac- 
ter, interest in children and aware- 
ness and understanding of crucie] 
social problems. 

Albert Lindsay Rowland, pres!- 
dent of the Pennsylvania State 
Teachers’ College, opposed the en- 
aminations altogether, asserting 
they had “distinctly dangerous pos- 
sibilities,” and represented a “back- 
ward step in education.” 

He warned that “so significant

LONDON DISPUTES COLUMNISTS? 
STORY ‘ON UNITED AID TO FINNS 


Says Britain Offered Guarantee to 

Sweden and Norway but Did 

Not Get Reply.

LONDON, Feb. 23.—A good deal 
of amusement has been created 
here by the story circulated by two 
Washington columnists, Drew 
Pearson and Robert S. Allen, in 
their Washington Merry-Go- 
Round,” to the effect that Sweden 
and Norway offered on Feb. 8 to 
give full support to Finland pro- 
vided Great Britain would guaran- 
tee those two countries against 
possible German attack. Prime 
Minister Chamberlain, the story 
continued, refused to give any such 
promise and the Scandinavians 
therefore were compelled to remain 
neutral. 

The fact is that Britain itself 
offered early in the Finnish war 
to give such a guarantee and the 
two Scandinavian countries actual- 
ly refused to make a formal reply. 
When pressed by Foreign Secretary 
Viscount Halifax for an answer to 
this suggestion, the Swedish Minis- 
ter to London replied that Sweden 
did not wish to make a decision 
on a purely hypothetical matter. 
In other words, the two Scandina- 
vian countries were so determined 
to avoid participation in the west- 
ern war that they did not even 
dare to give a clear-cut answer. 
It is probably fair to say that the 
thing the British would like most 
to do today would be to give n 
complete military and naval guar- 
antee to both Sweden and Norway.

Told of Mur- 
phy’s denial, these sources rez\f- 
firmed the report that has bean 
current here for some time, insijst- 
ing that Murphy did approach pow- 
erful political figures in his home 
State with the clear indication 
that the vice-presidential nomina- 
tion would be more than welcome. 
This report serves to illuminate 
the strange transformation that 
has come over Murphy in recent 
months, particularly since his ap- 
pointment to the Supreme Court.

This was 
most conspicuous when Jackson cr- 
dered the dismissal of the charges 
against several individuals in De- 
troit and Milwaukee for recruiting 
for Loyalist Spain. One of Mur- 
phy’s last acts had been to approve

J. Edgar Hoover, head of the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation, ins i- 
gated midnight raids in which ar- 
rests were made. It was not long 
after this that President Roose- 
velt indicated that American enlist- 
ment in the Finnish forces in the 
present war would be countenancod 
by the Government.

U. S. Court Decides in Favor 
of 7 Partners of Defunct Lo- 
renzo E. Anderson & Co. 


A decision in favor of seven for- 
mer partners in the defunct brok- 
erage house of Lorenzo E. Ander- 
son & Co. was made by United 
States District Judge George H. 
Moore today in the suit in which 
J. Buckner Fisher, receiver for the 
Grand National Bank, sought to 
collect 346,700 from them under 
the old double liability provision 
ef the National Banking Act. 

Fisher alleged that the seven 
partners and the Reorganization 
Investment Co., which took over Lo- 
renzo E. Anderson & Co., were the 
owners of 2467. shares of stock in 
the bank when it failed in March, 
1933. The suit was tried before 
Judge Moore in January, 1939. 

Judge Moore held that the An- 
derson company merely held the 
stock as collateral and that the 
owner of record was Ben G. Brink- 


man, and the beneficiary owner was 
the Vandeventer Securities Corpor- 


ation. 

The former partners of the brok- 
erage house named in the suit 
were: Willard R. Cox, Howard V. 
Stephens, Andrew W. Johnson, 
Frank C. Rand, Edward Hilmer, 
and Andrew H. Kaufman. Most of 
them are associated with the In- 
ternational Shoe Co. 

The sole question to determine, 
Judge Moore said in a long opinion, 
is who owned the stock on March 
5, 1933, when the Grand National 
Bank failed. 

“After a careful review of the 
evidence,” he continued, “the court 
is of the opinion that at the time 
of the failure of the Lorenzo An- 
derson Co. in January, 1931, and 
thereafter, the record owner of the 
2467 shares of stock was Ben G. 
Brinkman, and that the true bene- 
ficiary owner was the Vandeventer 
Securities Corporation, which had 
acquired them on May 29, 1930, 
from the Sheridan Securities Co.” 

Both the Vandeventer Securities 
Corporation and the Sheridan Secu- 
rities Co. at one time attempted, 
but failed, to obtain control of the 
Grand National Bank.

Cesare Orsenigo, Papal 
Nuncio to Germany, would go 
shortly to Poland to observe reli-

The Polish embassies to the Holy 
See and Italy recently issued re- 
ports charging the Nazi secret 
police and other authorities of the 
German-occupied section of Poland 
with persecution and atrocities al- 
legedly aimed at extermination of 
Catholic Polish inhabitants.

The news service said Cardinals

full of-cynics who are convinced 
that because the settlement of the 
other war was a failure, the settle- 
ment of this war must also be a 
failure.

But there 
is no warrant in human experience 


for a pessimism which insists that 


no war can ever end in a good 
peace. If this war, for example, 
could end in as long a peace as that 
which most of mankind enjoyed 
for the 100 years between the battle 
of Waterloo in 1815 and the invasion 
of Belgium in 1914, we should be 
entitled to say that it was a good 
peace. 

To be sure, there were wars in 
the nineteenth century; there was 
injustice and oppression. But the 
wars were local and limited; the in- 
justice and oppression were reme- 
diable and diminishing. There was 
enough peace to allow men to de- 
vote their main energies to the con- 
quest of nature and the improve- 
ment of the standard of life; there 
was enough justice and freedom to 
permit the liquidation of many an- 
cient wrongs. 

. * * 

Perpetual peace which eradicates 
all evils is not an attainable ideal 
at this stage in the slow process 
of civilizing mankind. This may be 
sad. But it would seem to be true. 
And if it is true, then those who 
can become interested only in a 
perfect peace are sentimentalists 
and are bound to be disappointed. 
And, as we know, a cynic is a dis- 
appointed sentimentalist. 


We must aim at the possible, or 


we shall accomplish nothing at all. 
We must aim at a peace which is 
good enough to endure 
serious interruption in the world as 
it is and among men as they are— 
for perhaps 50 years. In 50 years 
of peace much can be done; this is 
a sufficiently great thing to work 
for. Our forefathers a hundred 
years ago did better than that, and 
what they did once even we might 
hope to do 
+ * „

of introducing some personal plan 
of my own for the establishment 
of peace. I respect those who make 
such plans, who design new con- 
stitutions for the human race, and 
redraw the political map of the 
world, and devise great schemes

believe that any man or any gen- 
eration of men is able to imagine, 
much less to induce mankind to 
accept, a contrived and invented 
peace. 


_ Concealed within all such schemes 
there is, it seems to me, an un- 
conscious and unrealized. premise: 
that the new peace which has been 
imagined will somehow be imposed 
on the peoples of the world by 
force, or that it will be accepted as 
a result of some miracle that en- 
genders universal consent. I do 
not believe that any one will ever 
possess enough force to impose a 
general peace, and I do not believe 
we shall live to see the miracle of 
universal consent. Therefore, I 
hold that these plans, schemes, de- 
vices and blueprints are a false 
approach to the problem. For in 
the last analysis they assume that 
the victorious survivors of the war 
will be devout believers in the plan. 

It is most unlikely that the sur- 


vivors of any war will all take any- 
thing like an identical view of 


jtheir respective interests, their im- 


mediate needs and their specific 
aspirations. Now it is the surviv- 
ors who will make the peace. 
Whether it is a good peace which 
lasts a reasonably long time, or is a 
bad peace which makes necessary 
immediate preparations for the next 
war, will depend upon whether the 
arrangements in the settlement are 
such that they promote or discour- 
age the reconciliation of the great 
conflicting int rests. No war can 
obliterate the conflicts of interests. 
No treaty of peace can eliminate 
them. : 

But a war may be well-conducted 
so as to harmonize sound military 
tactics with a sound political 
strategy. If it is, a war may pro- 
duce a situation in which ‘the 
conflicts of interest are capable

HE quality of our public schools 

marks the quality of our democratic 
society. Too long we had gone on in 
ignorance of the facts in the school 
situation, but we have now learned by 
bitter experience that the citizen cannot 
remove himself from responsibility for 
the public education of the youth, With 
this in mind, I, as a citizen, suggest the 
following: 

That a Superintendent of Instruction be 
mamed whose intelligence, training and 
fitness for the position are unquestioned. 
With the strong influence of the sur- 
vey group upon the selection of this 
man, I suggest we appoint Dr, John W. 
Withers, Dean Emeritus of the School 
of Education of New York University, 
formerly princjpal of Harris Teachers’ 
College, to the committee named to se- 
lect the superintendent. 

That the function of the Board of Ed- 
ucation be changed to strictly policy set- 
ting. The Superintendent of Instruction 
would then assume responsibility for the 
running of the schools, at intervals mak-

nancial and educational status of the 
schools. The standing committees of 
the board would then be abolished. 

That all meetings of the Board of Ed- 
ucation be public with full and free dis- 
cussion of policy before the press and 
the general public. 

That no board member be allowed to 
succeed himself in office. Each person 
be permitted to serve but one consecutive 
term of six years. 

That a survey and audit of all school 
affairs be made by outside agencies at 
periods not to exceed 10 years. 

That all professional school commit- 
tees invite a small lay membership. 

It is my opinion that with such pre- 
cautions of public participation, outside 
scrutiny by professional and lay groups 
at intervals, ever-changing personnel of 
the board, the standard of public educa- 
tion will be safeguarded,

Higher education in the United States has Dee 
a fiercely competitive business. College presidents 
try to give the mundane job of money grubbing) 
such dignity as can be borrowed from Gothic tow- 
ers and ivy-covered walls.

These efforts to present all manner of facilities 
for research and the greatest diversity of intel- 
lectual attractions, according to the report, have 
forced some schools to cut the slice so thin that the 
quality of the work now offered cannot be called sat- 
isfactory by any standard. Such institutions actual- 
ly have become educational charlatans. 

The irony of finding tutorial doctors of philoso- 
phy so far from the simple verities they are sup- 
posed to teach is heightened by the fact that this 
struggle is entirely unnecessary. There is, of course, 
a need for the research institution with almost lim- 
itless facilities, As a nation, we would be much 
poorer for the lack of a Harvard or a Chicago. But 
the plain fact is that a handful of our universities 
haye become distinguished for their advanced work. 
As Dr. Jessup pointed out, 84 per cent of all doc- 
torates were granted last year by 32 institutions. 
Naturally, these schools get the lion’s share of all 
gifts for the advancement of higher learning. 
Why, then, do hundreds of other colleges insist on 
entering a race in which they are hopelessly out- 
classed and in which they have no business? Their 
proper function is teaching—undergraduate teach- 
ing. If they would confine themselves to this, most 


standing would be improved immeasurably. 
“Inquiries suggest that excellence of the college 
product is not so much a function of college equip- 
ment or of diversified curriculum,” said Dr. Jessup, 
“as of other things—things that are more simple 
and less expensive: careful selection of staff, care- 
ful selection of student body, a budget that is bal- 
anced from the standpoint not only of the comptrol- 
ler but of the students.” 

The hundred great books of St. John’s, in Mary- 
land, can be purchased without benefit of six- and 
seven-figure endowments, and Mark Hopkins needed 
only a log to establish a great school. 
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INFLATION IN BRITAIN. 

Is Old Man Inflation about to catch up with the 
British fiscal system? This question is raised by 
the report of the Board of Trade that the level of 
wholesale prices rose 2744 per cent in the past 13 
months. Foods were up 33% per cent. Wages, of 
course, have not kept pace, and the little fellow is 
feeling the pinch.

The two digits tell the story. 

Not that 47 is a disconsolate divide. Beyond 47 
flow the wide, enchanting spaces of the intellectual 
stratosphere. To many a chap who, at 17, found him 
a dreadful bore, Shakespeare is a fascinating com- 
panion when 47 candles grace the anniversary cake.

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PAGING GOV.. STARK. 

It is strange that Gov. Stark, after having 3 
sharp and merited eriticism upon himself last July 
for leaving Missouri in the face of a critical relief 
situation, should again open himself to censire in 
this connection. 

Yet he has done so, and quite needlessly. 

The Relief Committee of the Social Planning 
Council wants to hold a conference on the relief 
problem in St. Louis, Its members know that the 
crisis of last summer was not really met, that the 
showdown was only postponed. They know that 
this showdown is now rapidly moving up. Wisely, 
they want to meet now and avert disaster by 
positive action. 

Mayor Dickmann is ready to take part in such 
a conference. Indeed, he is eager to take part 
and has been eager for a long time. The responsi- 
bility of calling the meeting is the Mayor’s, but the 
Mayor has. no assurance from Gov. Stark that the 
Governor will attend. And so time passen and 
nothing is done. 

The position the Mayor has taken is sound. When 
the State of Missouri levied a sales tax, later to be 
increased to 2 per cent, for relief purposes, it as- 
sumed responsibility for the care of the State’s poor. 
No tax in the history of Missouri has rolled sucl: piles 
of revenue into Jefferson City—a large share of it 
from St. Louis. The obligation on the part of the 
State is both moral and practical, 

The Mayor’s position is sound, too, in that he 
wants Gov. Stark present when the conference meets. 
This is an important issue, as — ai any 
the Governor has to face.

* STATISTICS AREN’T NEEDED. 

Informal polls of the House and Senate show that 
the bill to extend the reciprocal trade pacts will be 
passed by a narrow but firm margin. If these polls 
are borne out in the actual voting, it will represent 
a great victory in public education. : 

Representative Bruce Barton of New York added 
materially to his stature yesterday by becoming the 
first Republican in either house of Congress to 
come out in favor of extending the Hull treaties. 

He voiced a sentiment which a great many people 
share when he declared that it was beside the point 
to enter into a long battle of statistics on the issue— 
that the case could be made by simply citing the 
one fact that it is better for us to take useful prod- 
ucts from abroad than to continue to import great 
quantities of gold which are useless to us or even a 
threat to our monetary system. 

This is the point Mr. Hull makes when he says, 
“American industries need to export, and foreign 
trade cannot be conducted on a one-way track.“

VER since H. L. Mencken took up the 
trade of critic, readers have marveled 
at the violence, the rare invective, the su-

confessed by Mencken himself in a chrom 
icle of his boyhood days entitled “Happy 
Days” (Alfred A. Knopf, New York).

The problem of teaching children 
how to find work after they leave 
school, and the need for co-ordina- 
tion of vocational guidance services 
to help students select courses in 
fields for which they are fitted and 
to aid them in obtaining employ- 
ment, were discussed today by 
speakers at sectional meetings of 
the American Council of Guidance 
and Personnel Associations, at Ho- 
tels Coronado and Melbourne. 
Many of the educators attending 
the session will remain in St. Louis 
for the seventieth annual conven- 
tion of the American Association 
of School Administrators, a depart- 
ment of the National Education As- 
sociation, which opens tomorrow 
with the meeting of several affiliat-

Floyd W. Reeves, director of the 


American Youth Commission, speak- 


ing today before the Alliance for 
Guidance for Rural Youth, a mem- 
ber of the council, asserted that 
free exchange of information . be- 
tween the school and the employ- 
ment agency is necessary for sound 
vocational guidance. 

Would Co-ordinate Guidance. 
He said the schools should take 
advantage of the services. offered 
by the United States Office of Hdu- 
cation, the National Youth Admin- 
istration, the Employment Service 
of the Social Security Board and 
Occupational Outlook Service of 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics. Co- 
ordination of guidance activities, 
he asserted, will aid those leaving 
school to find a job, and will pro- 
tect the employer from hiring an 
applicant with little enthusiasm or 
ability for the required work.

ST. LOUIS’ ADVANTAGES 
QUTLINED BY MAYOR 


Diversified Industry, Lower 
Taxes and Living Costs, 
Health Programs Cited. 


Diversification of industry, low 
taxes, and possession of many cul- 
tural institutions were pointed to 
by Mayor Bernard F. Dickmann as 
some of the advantages of St. Louis 
in a speech before members of the 
new St. Louis Forward organiza- 
tion, held last night in Municipal 
Auditorium in observance of Wash- 
ington’s birthday. 

“Wages in the St. Louis metro- 
politan district compare favorably 
with those in other large industrial 
centers, and in some lines are high- 
est,” the Mayor said. “Employment 
is more certain because of the great 
variety of industries, which assures 
employment in some lines when 
other lines suffer a seasonal shut- 
down, 

“In St. Louis the cost of living is 
not high compared to other large 
American cities. Rents are consid- 
erably lower than most. Fuel and 
light are also cheaper than the 
average. Taxes are low in St. 
Louis compared to other American 
cities. 

“The city has a low bonded debt. 
Expenditures by the city govern- 
ment are held down so that they 
do not exceed revenue. 

“A succession of city-wide health 
campaigns, milk control, the pneu- 
monia program and free diphtheria 
serum have helped bring down the 
death rate. St. Louis is a recog- 
nized medical center. It is one of 
the few cities in the United States 
to give equal health service to chil- 
dren of all schools, parochial and 
public. We are now making the 
greatest effort of any city in his- 
tory to eliminate smoke.”

SOOTY RAIN WATER 


POISONS SOIL HERE, 
RETARDING PLANTS 


Garden Horticulturist 
Reports on Test With 
Coleus Cuttings. 


If your garden doesn’t grow well 
it is probably because the soil in 
St. Louis has had too much sul- 
phurous acid washed into it by 
the rains which pick up the city’s 


soot, researchers at Shaw's Gar- 


den have determined. ö 

Tests made at the garden by 
horticulturist David C. Fairburn 
show that plants in St. Louis would 
grow twice as fast if they received 
water from the kitchen faucet in- 
stead of rain water. 

Fairburn took five cuttings of the 
coleus, a fast-growing, luxuriant 
plant, for his experiment. The first 
he put into melted dirty snow. It 
did poorly. To the second he add- 
ed some soil from the garden. It 
grew better, showing that the earth 
counteracts some of the toxic qual- 
ities of the sooty water. To the 
third he added all of the chemicals 


necessary for good plant growth. It 


grew fast and well. The other.two 
cuttings: were placed in rain wa- 
ter and tap water, with the tap 
water proving to be twice as good a 
nutrient. 

The next step in the experiment, 
Fairburn said, will be to find the 
right mixture of chemicals. which 
counteract the sulphurous acid and 
combine them in a fertilizer.

ITALIAN ENVOY TO LONDON 


BOES HOME FOR DISCUSSIONS 


Expected to Take Up English 

Trade Overtures and Fascists’ 

Coal Imports From Germany. 

ROME, Feb. 23 (AP).—Giuseppe 

Bastianini, Italian Ambassador to 
London, returned to Rome last 
night to confer with Italian offi- 
cials on questions which informed 
circles said included British trade 
overtures and Italian coal imports 
from Germany. 
Inability of a British trade mis- 
sion to obtain from Italy certain 
types of desired war material was 
said in diplomatic quarters Tues- 
day to have caused suspension of 
commercial negotiations. 

Ronald Cross, British Minister of 
Economic Warfare, told Parliament 
the same day that Italy was being 
allowed time to get coal from other 
sources than Germany, but “that 
period is now drawing to a con- 
clusion.”

TRENGTH comes by overcom-

HOLLYWOOD, Cal., Feb. 23. 
NCE a trouper, always a 
trouper, they say in show busi- 
ness. For half his life Wesley 
Ruggles has been a movie director, 
but trouper’s blood still runs 


through his veins. That, those 
close to him say, is the true secret 
of his mastery of heart-tug, of 
“epic” spectacle—2000 extras and 
a million dollar budget is an epic— 
or of casual comedy. His current 
manifestation is a gay romance 
called “Too Many Husbands.” 
Old-timers of the stage will tell 
you the meaning of the now almost 
forgotten word, “trouping.” It was 
the readiness to live in a suitcase, 
sleep in day coaches—imagine a 
present-day movie person traveling 
in a day coach even in the daytime 
—match wits with sharp theater 


managers, fall into any role on a 


minute’s notice, dress for it in any 
cubbyhole, make up for it with the 
aid of a feeble electric globe and 
a small shaving mirror, put as much 
fervor into a performance before a 
handful of yokels in a drafty hall 
as before the elite in a big city 
opera house. That, ladies and gen- 
tlemen, was trouping. 

Wesley Ruggles was in high 
school in pre-earthquake San Fran- 
cisco when his older brether, Char- 
lie, went on the stage at the age 
of 15. Their father was in the 
music business, a sideline of which 
was the handling of advance sales 
for road shows. The boys got free 


tickets to nearly everything that 
came to*town. 

Ruggles, Senior, was made Los 
Angeles répresentative for the Vic- 
tor Talking Machine Co. and 
moved the family south. Wesley 
was now making prime use of the 
passes that came with the window 
cards announcing “Coming to the 
Mason Opera House.” He began 
to hanker for the other side of the 
footlights and promptly managed 
to turn the hanker into an actual- 
ity as Brother Charlie had already 
done. 

In his acting days, Wes played 
up and down the coast from San 
Diego to Vancouver. For two sea- 
sons he headed his own troupe, 
Ruggles’ Mastadon Minstrels. 
“Headed” is no figure of speech. 
With p and dignity he led the 
entry march down a town’s main 
street, encouraging his actors, who 
doubled in brass, to pull their trom- 
bones out until the rounded end of 
the slides dug up sand in the 
streets. That was called “jazzing 
it up,” an old minstrel parade ex- 
pression which was in use years 
before Wes Ruggles was born. 
From it came the term later ap- 
plied to a certain lively type of 
music—jazz. Where the early min- 
strel men got the word: nobody 
knows, but it meant, even then, 
“get hot.” 

Other years Wes played in musi- 
cal comedies, “rep” shows ahd local 
stock companies. Motion pictures 
were becoming popular by that

time—there were even four or five 
picture show theaters in Los An- 
geles almost next door to the “legit” 
houses. Scme of the companies 
that had been turning out films in 
New York and Chicago settled 
right in Los Angeles and its sub- 
urbs, Stage actors, encouraged by 
Sarah Bernhardt and James K. 
Hackett, who had made the plunge 
began to take fliers into the stu- 
dios for mysterious new experi- 
ences—and good easy money—be- 
tween theatrical engagements.

Eighteenth months later, mus- 
tered out as a First Lieutenant, he 
reported back to Vitagraph to re- 
sume his career. He guided Alice 
Joyce in “The Winchester Woman” 
and he has been a director ever 
since. He has directed great stars, 
and has turned unknowns into stars. 
He has directed many types of 
dramas and comedies, and in vari- 
ous moods and keys. For he has al- 
ways retained the trouper’s touch— 
something comparatively rare 
among directors. 

There could scarcely be greater 
dissimilarities in subject and tone 
than between three of his pictures 
—‘Cimarron,” “Valiant Is the Word 
for Carrie” and “Too Many Hus- 
bands.” Or note the striking dif- 
ference between three of his com- 
edies—the ‘one of the no restraint 
type, “I’m No Angel,” with Mae 
West, in the frolicksome love story, 
„1 Met Him in Paris,” starring 
Claudette Colbert, and the so-called 
“daring comedy” of a neurotic, with 
Carole Lombard, “True Confession.” 

At work Ruggles is inclined to 
be moody, due largely to his ab- 
sorption in co-ordinating technical 
details to emotions and settings. 


But his crew and cast function in 
the humorous and matter of fact 
efficiency of a theatrical troupe.
